large olothing manufactories here, and
these bave been buosy all summer on
winter clothing and overcoats, togather
employing over 800 men and women.
The repair sbops of the Reading Conl
and Iron company, employlug 800
men, areé never idle, asthey have to
repair and make machinery, locomo-
tives, oars and other material for the
company's fifty-two oollieries, Thera
has beeu mo reduetion in wages at these
shops for' yeura, and wages are paid
uvery two weeks in casb, The ap-
pointment of recaivers and the nssign-
ment of the Pottaville Iron aod Stes)
company has oreated no fear of bad
times among the people here, The
taills are working as ususl, and the re-
ceéivers aunounced that they wonld be
lkept runping. The company bhas many
large contracts on haod, and osn give
vimployment for months to come to its
700 employes. The completion of the
two large coal breakers, oue for the
Chsmberlaln Coal eompany, near St
Clair, and apother ot the Williams
Coal eompanv's ocolllery, will insure
work for 1,200 more men und boys
within the next few months,

Ench day over 60,000 passengers puss
throngh the train gates of the Pannsyl-
vania Railroad company’s station at
Broud and Market sireets, Philadel-
phin, Thisis considered the largest
number of people to pass through the
gates of ono rallrond company in one
duy of any eity in the United States.
Chioago, with its swenty-eight iade-
pendent lines of railway, ranto and
from its elgbt railway stations 28,508
trains during the month of Aprll, 1804
Philadelpbie ran during the same
period 40,800 trains, Chicago earrisd
during the moath of Aprll, 1804 an
agaregats of 1,750,000 passengers,
Philadelpbia in the same period car-
ried an aggregate of 3,850,000 passen-
gers, Chieago on its twenty-zight
linea of railway in the month of April,
1804, handled 182 570 plecss of bagguge.

Storlos of a Horrible People on an Island
in the Gulf of California.

“T'hore aro 174 glant cannibals, men and
women, living on Seri island, in the Gulr
of Qulifornin, nnd not gixty miles from the
mainland of Mexico,” said George G, Me-
Namars al the Palace hotel,

“What I say might seem ridiculons, but
it ia nevertholess & fnot, for 1 have seen
some of them during my travels in Mexioo,
Who their ancestors were or how long
they have oconpied the Island ia not kuown,
but they are now becoming extinet,

“I'saw three women and oneé man, and
their appearance and manoer gave me the
Impression thut they are brutes by nature
und brutes in heart and soul. It was just
by chance that I saw them, as few of them
venture wway from the island except to
stll the mats and sbhawls which they make
from the skins and feathers of the alba-
tross, They are cunning thieves, but other-
wise their minds are doll—in fact they
seom stupetled. They have o vacaot stare
in thelr eyes, and when not serions an
idiotio smile spreads over their fuces.

“I'hie island of Serl {5 nbout twenty miles
long and at places ten miles wide, and T
was told no Mexican or white man ever
ventunres near or attempts to land on jt,
48 they olsim the |sdand is thelr domain
and shoot the intruders with poisoned ar-
rows or capture and eat them. They exist
on fish and gont meat, whiel are plentiful.
Low housis, buoilt of shrubbery, are their
nbode. Bome live In “dugouts,” or caves
cat into banks, They roam abont the
island end lead the luziest life of auy peo-
ple that I have ever heard of. No one ean
really tell what their daily routine of 1iv-
ing is, but it is & fact that the tribe isdy-
ingg out, and it will not be muny years be-
fore they will become extinet,

“Thelr mode of burial is not known, but
it wos estimated thnt where thers are now
& handful there wera several thousand not
ten years ago, and if they bury the dend,
and do not burn the bodies, ps cannibals

The bows and
arrows which he holds are the only weapon
they know of or use. His legs from the
knes down nre not covered. The hat he
wears ia of straw, and he, as be stands
there, is the typieal Serl Indian,

*T'he women wear putelied drestes made
of eloth srhivh they receive for albatross
mants aud shawls, They are wrinkled and
old, very few girls being among the tribe.
The bowls on thelr heads contain broken
vissels made of elay,
